In  September  or  October  of  1937,  I  went  to  shenguei  es  e  newspaper 
men.  I  ued  previously  been  in  Tientsin. 

Lt.  CoIoubI  Sana  take  XU2ULCIO  tsked  me  in  Jan;  ary  or  February  1938 
if  I  would  sell  e  large  ascunt  of  opium  for  the  Tokumu  Bu.  He  told  me 
this  opium  was  en  routo  from  Persia,  The  Tokumu  Eu  was  pert  of  the 
staff  of  the  Co&saender  of  the  Japenese  Military  Forces  in  China. 

Its  function  was  to  hcdle  the  political,  economic  and  cultural  problems 
in  the  zones  occupied  by  the  Japanese  Military  Forces.  This  lot  of 
opium  arrived  in  shanghai  in  the  spring  of  193®*  It  1368  scored  in  the 
military  were hoses  on  the  wharves  used  by  the  military  forces. 

Both  the  wharves  end  the  storehouses  v/ere  under  military  guard. 

Persian  opium  comes  in  a  chest  of  l6o  pounds  per  chest  or  1920  lian&  per 
chest. 

hliea  the  bpium  arrived  from  Persia,  I  began  selling  it  in  smell 
lots  to  the  Chinese  opium  merchants,  '.then  I  received  an  order  from  a 
merchant  for  opium,  I  would  send  a  subordinate  to  the  Tokumu  Bu  who  would 
issue  an  order  to  the  warehouse  to  release  so  ouch  opium  to  my  subordinate  * 
The  latter  would  res»ve  the  opium  from  the  warehouse  and  deliver  it  to  the 
merchant,  the  time  and  place  having  previously  been  decided  upon,  pay¬ 
ment  was  made  by  the  merchant  at  the  time  of  delivery  of  the  opium. 

The  money  which  I  received  from  the  sale  of  this  opium  was  deposited  in 
the  Bank  of  Taiwan  in  my  own  account.  Once  or  twice  e  month  I  made  a  repor< 
to  Lt.  Colonel  KUSUI.CTO .  The  price  at  which  I  sold  the  opium  was 
determined  in  e  conference  between  the  staff  of  Tokumu  Bu  and  me* 

I  icfo-msd  them  vhet  the  market  price  wee  at  that  time  and  indicated  to 
them  the  price  at  which  I  would  sell  the  opium...  This  procedure  the 
Tokumu  Bu  approved.  Lt  the  direction  of  the  Tokuau  Bu,  I  paid  from  the 
money  accumulated  in  my  account  the  original  cost  price  to  the  Mitsui 
Runnel!  Eaisha ,  end  after  deducting  my  own  expenses  paid  tne  balance  of  the 
money  to  the  Tokumu  Bu.  From  the  time  of  the  arrival  of  this  shipment 
ovilu  from  Persia  until  the  formation  of  the  Restoration  Government 
in  Laroh  1939,  I  sold,  the  opium  to  the  Chinese  opium  merchants  and  paid 
over  the  proceeds  in  the  manner  outlined  above. 

•Vith  the  establishment  of  the  Restoration  Government,  the  office 
of  the  Tokumu  Bu  in  Shanghai  was  dissolved,  tut  there  wes  establish  a 


branch  office  of  the  Ko-/,-ln,  whose  function  was  to  handle  the  political, 
economic  and  cultural  matters  of  the  Japanese  Goverrmwnt  in  the  occupied 
areea  of  China,  Lt.  Colonel  KUSUMCTO  became  Vice-Chief  of  the  Ko-/.-ln 
Branch  at  Shanghai,  The  Economic  section  'of  the  Ko-/.-ln  Ties  in  charge 
of  opium  and  narcotics.  The  Ko-/,-In  decided  to  turn  over  the  handling  of 
opium  to  the  Restoration  Government.  The  latter  organized  a  General 
Opium  ./.melioration  Bureau  under  the  Rome  Ministry.  For  the  distribution 
of  opium  itself,  there  wej  organized  the  Hung  Chi  Shan  Tcng.( 
which  was  a  commercial  company  whose  shareholders  were  eight  large  opium 
hongs.  1ST.  CHU,  the  Hoad  of  the  Opium  Amelioration  Bureau,  requested 
that  I  take  the  post  of  Vice  -Free! dent  of  the  Hung  Chi  Shan  Tang. 

There  was  no  president.  Tie  charter  and  regulations  of  the  Ring  Chi  Shan 
Tang  were  written  by  the  Fo-A-ln  uf  er  discussions  with  the  Restoration 
Government.  I  wes  able  to  accept  this  position  os  Vice -President  beceuse 
of  the  approval  of  the  Ko-A-ln.  The  Qpium  /melioration  Bureau  issued 
a  special  permit  to  Hung  Chi  3hen  lbng  for  the  distribution  of  opium. 

The  unsold  opium  which  the  Tokumu  Bu  hod  had  was  turned  over  by  teem  to 
the  lOe-A-In,  who  in  turn  gave  it  to  the  Qpium  /melioration  Bureau. 

Towards  the  end  of  I939  the  Hung  Chi  Shan  Tang  also  sold  Mongolian  opium. 
This  latter  opium  was  brought  in  from  Mongolia  by  rail,  plane  and  boat. 
Most  of  it,  however,  came  by  planes  owned  and  operated  by  the  China 
Aviation  Company  (  ) 

This  Mongolian  opium  was  hendled  differently  than  the  Persian  opium. 


The  mein  office  of  the  Ko-/,-In  in  Tokyo  informed  the  Mongolian 
Government  of  the  requirements  of  opium  needed  by  the  various  branch 
offices  of  the  Ko-/,-In.  The  Mongolian  Government  'shipped  the  opium  to 
Peiping,  which  wes  the  central  distribution  point  for  North  Chino,  and  to 
Shanghai,  which  was  the  central  distribution  point  for  Central  and 
Southern  China.  From  each  of  these  two  central  distribution  points,  the 
opium  was  shipped  to  other  cities  within  each  of  these  areas,  '..'hen 
the  opium  arrived  from  Mongolia,  it  wae  stored  in  Government  godowns. 

The  Hung  Chi  Shan  Tang  received  a  permit  from  the  Opium  /melioration 
Bureau  to  remove  the  opium  from  the  go  downs.  The  Hung  Chi  Shan  Tang  then 
took  this  opium  to  inspection  offices  created  by  the  Opium  /melioration 
Bureau,  where  it  was  packaged,  sorted  and  tax  stamps  plaoed  thereon. 

The  Hung  Chi  Shan  Tang  sold  the  Mongolian  opium  at  a  prioe  representing 
the  cost  of  the  opium  to  the  Mongolian  Government,  plus  transportation 
and  insurance  charges,  plus  the  duties  end  taxes  determined  by  the 
Opium  /merlioretion  Bureau,  plus  a  commission  of  not  exceeding  &%  far 
the  Hung  Chi  Shan  Tang.  The  Ko-;.-ln  determined  the  cost  price  paid  to 
the  Mongolian  Government.  The  policy  of  the  Ko-/.-In  wes  to  make  the  profit 
for  the  Mongolian  Government  as  great  as  possible.  The  profit  made  by  the 
KUng-Chi-Shen-Tan&  on  the  Persian  opium  totalled  about  $20,000,000,  which 
was  paid  to  the  Tokumn  Bu  when  it  wes  in  existence,  end  later  to  the 
Ko-A-In.  The  policies  of  opium  distribution  were  determined  by  the 
Nanking  Government  end  the  Ko-A-In.  The  policy  was  beeed  on  (1)  revenue 
for  the  Mongolian  Government,  end  (2)  the  Nanking  Government.  The  demand 
for  opium  was  always  greater  than  the  supply.  In  a  practical  sense 
there  was  no  politive  suppression  of  the  use  of  opium. 


Both  the  Cpium  alteration  Eureau  end  the  Huns  Chi  Shan TajS 
organized  e  preventive  Service  Corps.  Its  purpose  was  to  preve 
smuggling  and  smoking  of  illegal  opium. 

lOuurds  the  end  of  1943  t“ere  were  many  ‘“SUf
